ra re r Ju an Manuel Fangio at gun­ 
point Sunday night in a daring raid 
aim ed at em barra ss i ny the govern­ 
ment of President Fulgencio Ba­ 
tista. 
Fangio, five tunes world auto 
racing champion, was m arched out 
of a crowded lobby in a downtown 
hotel 
by two gunm en while his 
bodyguard and friends looked on 
helplessly 
He was hustled into a 
jeep which raced off into the dark­ 
ness. 
Fangio’s life was not believed 
in danger. 
The rebel u nd erground 
had 
threatened 
to 
spoil 
Cuba’s 
greatest 
sports event — 
today’* 
$10,000 Grand Prix — hut wa* not 
believed prepared to go so far as 
to fiarrn Fangio 
Im m ediately after the kidnaping 
police set up roadblocks at all the 
mam 
intersections and 
mounted 
! special guards at all private and 
comm ercial airports. 
G uards also 
. were assigned to all othei foreign 
! drivers competing in the race. 
The governm ent announced That 
the G rand Prix would go on aa 
scheduled. 
It assigned 1,500 army troops to 
the track to protect the drivers and 
p revent any rebel a ttem p t to break 
up the race.

Fangio had been B atista’a choir* 
to win the Grand Prix again. 
Th* 
46 - year - old A rgentine won last 
I y e a r’s race and posted the fastest 
time in the trial run s Sunday. 
The kidnaping had all the marks 
of a carefully planned operation. 
Eyewitnesses said Fangio's identi­ 
fication apparently was definitely 
established by a man who reeled 
into Hie lobby of the Lincoln Hotel 
shouting “Viva Fangio". 
The man pushed his way through 
to Fangio and began telling the 
A rgentine how much he admired 
him. 
Fangio gave the apparently 
[d ru n k en man a goodnatured brush­ 
o f f . 
j 
A few mom ents later, according 
to the witnesses, a man wearing a 
black leather jacket e n tere d and 
walked directly up to Fangio, who 
was talking to four friends. 
The 
man pulled out a gun and said 
“< ome with me." 
A second armed 
man fell in behind Fangio as he 
walked out of the lobby. 
Rebels Identify Selves 
A few minutes later, newspaper* 
and news agencies received tele­ 
phone calls from unidentified per­ 
son* reporting the kidnaping. 
The 
caller said: 
“This is th e 26th of 
July speaking. 
We kidnaped Juan 
Manuel Fangio at 8 55 p. m .” 
I fie 26th of July m ovem ent is 
headed by Fidel Castro whose reb­

Tribune, today at 
tacked d “stifling curtain of score 
cy” draped over virtually all the 
federal executive governm ent. 
A ttem pts to tear the “curtain” 
aside have led to serious proposals 
to throw “ fret 
American citizen* 
and editors in jail for the great 
crime of the dissemination of news 
of governm ent,” Newton said 
In a m orning address to more 
than 350 m idwestern new spaper ex 
e n d iv e s attending the spring meet 
ing of the Inland Daily Press Assn., 
Newton likened such counter meas 
ures to the Alien and Sedition Act 
of 1798. 
Newton said that new spaper edi 
tors need the support of publishers 
in confronting the threefold threat 
of 
secrecy, 
hostility, 
and 
the 
“m ushroom ing maze of federal bu 
reaucracy which today places a re 
straining finger upon every phase 
of living of every free American, 
citizen.” 


A lthough records of tax spend 
mg and audited reports are avail 
able to citizens on the city, county 
and state level, Newton said, no 
records of federal expenditures of 
tax funds or audited reports are 
open to inspection. 


Newton cited four measures pro­ 
posed in 1957 by federal agencies 
providing fines and jail term s for 
publishing 
so called 
“secret” 
in­ 
formation and disclosing the dc 
lions 
of 
certain 
“executive 
ses­ 
sions.” 
“ I* not this arrogant attitude of 
Washington, 1957, just a step or 
so away from the general practice 
in K rushchev’s Communistic Rus 
sia?” he asked. 
Newton, who also is chairman 
of the freedom of information com 
mittee of the national honorary 
journalism fraternity Sigma Delta 
Chi. said that a survey showed that
